THE CHINA WAR 


Shinese Idea of Diplomacy. Reported 
Massacre of 1000 Converts. Powers have 
70,000 Troops at Taku. 


London, July 30th: The Shanchai 
correspondent of the Express, tele. 
graphing yesterday, says: “A new 


imperial edict was . issued to-night 
which urgently orders all Viceroys and 
provisional governors to endeavar to 
nezotiate peace with the powers, whose 
ministers are held as hostages pending 
the result of overtures for abandon 
ment of hostilities against China. The 
Viceroys are alsu commanded to guard 
their territories vigilantly against an 
attack and to prevent by all mears in 
their rower the advance of the fereizn 
troops, especially along the Yang Tse 
Kiang. The decree says the officials 
will answer with their lives for any 
failure Lo execute these orders. Comb 
mands are also given that no single 
foreigner he allowed to escape from the 
interior, where there are still jully 
2,000 Europeans connected with mis- 
sionary work in isolated situations. 
It, is admitted by ihe natives, who are 
able to kill all ministers or to send 
them to Tien Tsin, (hat it willbe muich 
wiser to keep the survivors in Pekin 
as hostages, 

It is reported in Shanghai that the 
Boxers attacked the missionaries and 
native Christians at Poo Ting Fu on 
July 8th, @idj a thousand converts 
were ma-sac ed.

One of the best word pictures of 
the stirring scenes being enacted in 
South! Ajfriea is A. G. Hales, of the Lont 
don, News. In a recent article in his 
polper, on the need of army reform Mr. 
Hales says: 

In England, just at the present mo 
menit, most men are too full of the-lhot 
blood which comes of fervid worship 
at the shrine of glory to think coolly 
of things which Englishmen would do 
well to remember. He who worships 
the goddess Glory becomes 2s surely 
drunken as he who is filled with new 
wine. Mobs of men go mad in such 
seasons, and woe to England, ior there 
is no Gladstone in the realm to lead 
the pecple. Coolness will come with 
the fulness of time, but the hour is 
not yet. Out here ‘t is different. Sit- 
ting with an army bivouacked around 
me—an army, not a mob, grim, silent 
goldiers, ready to fight and die; not 
yelling, frothing miltitude more 
ready to shed beer than blood—sit ting 
here with the rock-crowned kopjes on 
one side, and ‘the far-reaching veldt 
on the other, a man Goes not feel (he 
riot of war in his brain as men fo 
in crowded cities. Here, where at 
any moment we may hear the devilish 
music of the deep-toned guns, a man 
can sit and wait, and waiting, think, 
and these are the thoughts that come 
to me. Heaven grant that those self- 
same thoughts be not punctuaied by 
Maiuser bullets, for our outposts have 
sighted the enemy, and the advance 
guards have exchanged shots at long 
range, It may mean much or little 
a battle or a mere reconnpisauce, 
Anyway, there is nothing for a seribe 
to do but to sit tight and think; ifit 
is an engagement we shall soon know 
it, anc: our work will lie right in 
froxtiof as ready to our hand.

The scout does not pause, does not 
check the steady gallop of his Argent 
tine pony, dees not even bend hiS 
body in the saddle. but half turning 
his -heaid for a moment, flings his reply 
back at them as a lass throws a’ shoe 
over her shoulder for luck. 

“Only a skirmish—they’ve bolted:’’ 

The men fall to filling their pipes, 
and I to filling these pages, which 
brings me back to the “hand which 
guards the head.” How long will the 
present system of manufacturing of- 
ficers satisfy the nation? Is it the 
jutention of the people to \sit still 
until war with one of the really éreat 
Powers demonstrates that our present 
methods are absolutely rotten? Or is 
the nation ripe for army reform? Per- 
simnally, I should think that the Bri- 
tish people oughit to be ready by jihis 
time to see that green . boys—brave 
boys, but unskilled in war—are not the 
proper persons to hold commissions. 
We claim to be a practical people, 
a pounds+shillings-and-pence people. 
Well, let ws look at the subject {rom 
that point of view. 

This war has, perhaps, already cost 
us close; upon one hundred millicns o7 
money. It is going to cost pretty 
nearly double that amount before 
ithe trouble is ended, and we shouid 
get something prectical for our out- 
Jay, Weshould get a new army sys- 
tem for that price for it amownts to 
a lot of money when you try to count 


it up calmly. There are two more 
wuys of looking at things connected 
with this war, apart from the finaan+ 
cial aspect. We have as a people lost 


a lot of prestige through the repeat- 
ed surrender of troops in action. For- 
merly we were wont to boast that 
“surrender” was almost an unknown 
word in our language, It is not so 


now. Again, we have been beaten 


badly on more than one occasion, 
under circumstances that Englisht 
men would gladly forget, and all be- 


ruse ithe hands that guarded the head 
were weak. Seldom have our Gener 
als been to blame, the blame lies 
wholly anid solely with the British nat 
tion, for ever allowing the Army to 


oat a superior officer’s instructions, 
mere lads who had not enowgh of ‘che 
tried soldier in them to inspire their 
men to keep on fighting when the 
fortune of war was turning against 
them. 

I know thai it is a fool’s trick to 
find fault, unless prepared to suggest 
a remedy. The remedy I suggest is 
that as soon as there is a ‘vacancy 
in a regiment for a , commissioned 
officer, ‘the post be given, not as a 
favour, not as a mark of grace, but 
ap a matter of right, to the ‘senior 
Bergeant in the regiment. Let him 
thenceforth “take his step’ with any 
other officer, even to the rank of 
field marshal}. If this is done, we will 
always have aiatured men fo officer 
our troops in :he field in time of war. 
They may not pe any too graceful at a 
ball; they may not shine at fashion+ 
able receptions; they maay not even 
know jus thew to hamdle a knife and 
fork daintly at mess; but tiey will 
know how to put heart into a lot of 
panic-stricken recruits, who are 
funking in a tight place. They will 
knaw how to wse a bayonet or a sabre 
when shot and shell are falling thick 
as hail, though they may be clumsy 
with knife and fork. They may not 
be over-burdened with politeness, but 
they will not have the superciliousness 
and, cold-blooded insolence of same of 
those who now fill commissiomed 
places. They will not hash up a com+ 
manding officer's orders, and turn vic- 
tory into defeat. They will not 
stuod, wresolute and feebly --helpless 
when they ought to be acting a part. 
They will, ina word, be tried and sea- 
soned soldiers, and the troops fighting 


! under them will be thoroughly aware 


of the fact , 

If something of this kind is done we 
shall hear no more about the diffi- 
culty of getting good, smart men to 
join the army, because young fellows 
with ambitious asjirations will see a 
reasonable chance of rising in life by 
joining the army. Irom the ranks to 
a sergeant’s position is not such a 
prodizious bound. Once there let his 
commission be assured. There will 
always be (plenty of good corporals 
rendy to take the sergeant’s place, and 
pleaty of deserving privates compe- 
tent to fill the shoes of the &dvancing 
co:‘poral. At the present time an 
ordinary private has little to look for- 
ward to, except his few § daily 
pence, a lot of «+ hard, drilk 
some rouzh fighting and knocking 
about, wounds, and probable death. 
Give the private his fair chance of 
advancement and reward and the Brit 
tish army in ten years’ time wiil be 
an institution that all Europe will 
dread. The wealthy families who have 
sons) whom they desire to be soldiers 
can have their youngsters entered as 
cadets at military colleges, where from 
eatly training they can be trained to 
know, first of all, a private soldier’s 
duty, then, if they are made of the 
stuff that officers should be made of, 
they can win their way to the front 
rank; if they are not fashioned out 
of the right material let them fall 
out of the service—better that they 
should so fall than that Britain should 
ever learn again the lessons learnt 
on these African battlefields. Will 
the British people take hold of this 
matter now, and for a little space 
leave off boasting of their greatness 
and glory? If they .do not wresile 
with it at this moment they will nat 
profit by the lessons taught them by 


the war,

KUM’ SSIE GARRISON BROUGHT OUT. 
The Kumassie relief coiumn has ar- 
rived at Furmsu, which it left July 1% 
bringing the old garrison, about 20 
fairly fit men, 70 broken-down inva- 
lids and some women and children ina 


pitiful condition. The success of Col. 


Wilicocks was due to his choice off a 
route. not suspected by the Ashantis, 


who had concentrated in thousands 


along the eastern route, but in small- 
er numbers along the western route, 


via Picci, which Col. Willcocks 
adopted. ; 

Even as it was, the Ashantis were 
aptive, and the roads knee-deep in 
mud. Col. Willcocks took a couple of 
villages by bayonet charges. He found 
the tribesmen in a strong position be- 
hind stockades in a large war camp, 
with the chief commander of the Ash- 
hntis. The force was -estimated at 
4,000 men. After a heavy fire on both 
fidew (for nearly an hour, Col. Willcocks 
ordered a bayonet charge and the 
troops rushed the thick bush cheering 
vigorously. The Ashantis did not wait 
for the bayonet, but fled in confusion. 
The casualties of Col. Willcocks’ were 
two officers wounded, two natives 
killed and, 17 wounded. On finding 
Kumagsie in such a terrible condition, 
Col. Willeocks, after cutting the bush 
and burning the bodies, placed the 
whole force upon half rations, an ar- 
rangement cheerfully borne. No op+ 
position was met on the return journ- 
ey. Bodies were visible on all sides. 
He says that the native soldiers 
were too weak to stand and that the 
British officers thanked God for the 
reliei4,as a few more days, they declar+ 
ed\‘would have been the end. Ool. 
Willcocks left the garrison well sup- 
plied with food and ammunition.

J. B. MERCER. 
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AS OTHERS SEE IT 


From a write up of Alberta «ppear- 
ing in a regent issue of the Journal, of 
Sturgis, Michigan, from the pen of a 
gentl2man who bad svent some time 
in Alberta is clipped the following 
parngraph which gives one an idea of 


the impiression Alberta makes on the 


mind, of a stranger; 

“In Northern Alberta, we find an 
exnellenit. soil, a deep black sandy ‘oam 
with a sub strata of sand and clay. 
Excellent so®t snow water from the 
Rockies, fine springs, plenty of small 
stireams and beautiful lakes filled with 
numerous species of the finny tribe. 
Here I helped to thresh 306 '!bushels of 
No. 1 wheat from 5 acres and 42 rods, 
agi 128 bushels of oats from ‘one acre 
that weighed 45 pounds per bushel, 
fine Alsike clover 22 inches high, tim+ 
cthy 5 foot 6 inches high, cut 4 tons 
per acre, 53 bushels of huHess barley 
per acre. The country in topography 
is rolling, but not broken or rough; 
plenty of timber which has or makes 
a parktlike appearance of grove and 
rolling clear land. Abundance of coal 
anid lenty of gold in the’Saskatcliewan 
river, Here I saw two year-ald steers 
weigh 1,400 pounds and they never had 
a pound Sof grain, Seven hundred 
were purchased from ‘one man thalt ave 
ermmged 1,440, they were all exported 
and brought the seller $66 per ihead. 
He informed me that they had cost 
him but $7.60 per head. The manager 
of Calgary fair appointed me on (the 
committee of weighers to weigh veg- 
eiwbles. Here are some of the weights: 
Cabbages 46 pounds. potatoes + pounds; 
sugar beets 28 pounds, etc. To those 
who wouid like to see some of the 
gTains grown there [ would say that 
I have samples taken from the 
shock and will be pleased to show 
them. A word about the climate. I 
tronsider it par excellent.” 

The Weekly Glove, of Mendon, Mich., 
published recently a ietter from Mr. 
D. Trump, who came to Alberta from 
Michigan last spring. A paragraph 
from the letier is reproduced below: 

“In the first place it is very healthy; 
the air is the finest I ever breathed. 
There are no comghs or colds here as 
compared with Michigan. Agricul- 
ture is a Looming succeds if I 4m any 
Judge. J have spent a week among ihe 
jarmers and will give what they say. 
Wheat averages 43 bushels per acre. 
Average price 50 cents. I found one 
iarmer who said his wheat last year 
went 60 bushels per acre. Different 
farmers report oats going from 80

CHINA ASKS McKINLEY’S INFLUENCE. 
The Chinese Emperor has sept the 


following message to President Mc 
Kinley : 

“The Emperor of China, to 
His Excellency the President of 


the United ‘States, Greeting( 
China has long maintained friendt 
ly relations with the United States, 
and is deeply conscious that the ob- 
ject of the United States is interna- 
tional commerce. Neither country en- 
tertains the least suspicion of 
trust towards the other. ' The recent 
outbreaks of mutual antipathy be- 
tween the people and Christian mis- 
sionaries, caused the foreirn powers 
to view with suspicion the position of 
the imperial government as favorable 
to the people and prejudicial to mis- 
sions, with the result that Taku forts 


dis- 


were attacked and captured. Cont 
sequently there has been a clashing 
of forces with calamitous consequ- 


ences. The situation has become more 
and more serious and critical, We have 
just received a telegraphic memorial 
from our envoy Wu Ting Fang, and 
it is highly gratifying to us io learn 
that the United States government, 
htuving in view the friendly relations 
between the two countries, has taken 
a deep interest in the present situa- 
tion; Now China, driven by the irre- 
sistible course of events, has, unfor- 
tunately, incurred well nigh universal 
indiznation. For settling the pres- 
ent difficulty China, places special re- 
liance in the United States. We ade 
dress this message to your excellency 
in all sincerity and candidness, with 
the hore that your excellency will de- 
vise measures, and take the initiative 
in bringing about a concert of ithe 
powers for the restoration of ordar 
and peace. The favor of a kind re- 
ply is eai:nestly requested, and 
awaited with the greatest anxiety.

From the MacLeod Gazette: ‘No 
tices have peen appearing in most of 
the western papers calling a conven- 
tion of the liberal-conservatives of Al- 
berta, to be held in Calgary on July 
20th, for the purpose of nominating 
a candidate, This notice is signed by 
a gentleman named O’Sullivan, who 
calls himself “secretary pro tem.” 
The Calgary wire pullers have been at 
it again. Who on earth is Mr. O’Sul- 
livan, “secretary pro tem” and what 
are the credentials and by what right 
does he call such a meeting and on 
what basis of representation is it to 
be held ? There is a centrai committee 
we understand, of which our MacLeod 
répresentaitive is secretary and we 
would like to know what necessity ex- 
ists for a secretary “pro tem.”

A glance will show how 
this is unfair. Half a dozen men may 
get together and send a_ delegate. 
There are associations in aliuwost every 
little village on the C. & E. while al- 
though the south is known to bLe 
strongly conservative there are few 
eissociations.

At no 
time was there a greater need for 
party unity, but the people of the south 
do not propos to allow themselves to 
be dictaited to by Calgary wire pullers.

He has also left behind in 
mountain; fastness a force of 
sufficient strength i> compel Generals 
Rundle and Hunter to operate cau- 
tiously. Meanwhile Gen. Botha’s force 
has been pressing closely around Pre- 
Nitral’s Nek and Lord

‘The military 
theory is that Lord Roberts does not 
wich to leave Pretoria, but that he 
aims to hold General Botha’s force 
near the capital while General Hild- 
yeird'’s division, with Lord Dundoneald’s 
cavalry, is sent across country, 
through Ermelo, to cut the Lielagoa 
railway, and station itself within 
striking distance of Koomatpuirt. 

Lord Roberts is now warned that 
the time is approaching when, in- 
stead of being the critic, he will be 
exvosed to relentless criticism for 
allowing traitors and perjurers to go 
unpunished, for feeding spics and pay- 
ing excessive prices for farm produce 
to burghers who are ready at a mo- 
ment’s notice to take up arms afresh 
and leave their families to be sup+ 
ported ait ‘the cost of the military 
chest. .

Count Von Buelow, minister of for- 
eiga affairs has informed the Chinese 
lega‘ions ait Berlin that all telegraphic 
messsages to the Chinese authorities 
must be in plain language and must

Part of the Indian troops who were 
landed at Hong Kong have been int 
sttrujcted to proceed to Wei Hai Wei. 

As Shainghai is virtually the centre 
of British commercial interests in 
China, a portion of the Indian troops 
have been ordered thither.. 


On the 18th, in the House of 
Commons Parliamentary Secretary 


Broderick read a despatch from Ad- 
miral Seymour, dated at Taku, July 
id, giving an account of the capture 
of the naive city of Tien Tsin bythe 
allied forees. Accord*ng to this des- 
phltch on the morning of July 4,. the 
Japanese blew up the gate and enter- 
ed the city, the others following: On 
the rizfhit the Russians captured.a bat- 
tery on the bank of Liu Tai canaL 
ecpnsisting of 12 small guns. The 
other troops a'l engaged on the leit. 
About 8,000 in all were engaged, and 
over 70€ were killed or wounded, tke 
Japanese being the heaviest lasers. 
The British had 20 killed and 93 
wbunuded. The Chiuese troops flec, in 
what direction is not known. 

The ‘Pekin government mobilizes one 
million men, splendidly equipped and 
well drilled. This does not include the 
Boxers. The Chinese fleet consisting 
of fifteen first class modern war- 
ships, is crusing in the Yellow sea 
with decks cleared for action,

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THE STRATACGNAS ON INSPECTION. 

In the course of a letter to ,ithe 
Plaindealer from Cape Town on 
May 20th, Trooper J. Stewart, of the 
firatheona Horse, gives the following 
interesting sketch of one of the 
experiences of the soldier: ;

SUICIDE AT LACOMBE. 

Advertijser: A sad and startling 
event occurred on Wednesday after- 
noon at the home of Charles Aldridge, 
about four miles west of town, when 
Mr. Aldridge took his life by cutting 
his throat with a razor. Some years 
ago he was troubled mentally, but for 
the past three years was apparently 
all right unitil Sunday evening when 
it was evident <he old trouble was 
returning.
